RESPONSE TO RESTRICTION REQUIREMENT 



Responsive to the Restriction Requirement mailed February 13, 2004, Applicant 
respectfully requests consideration of the following remarks. 



REMARKS 

Claims 1 to 38 are pending. The Examiner alleges that the claims are directed to 
seven distinct and independent inventions as follows: 

Group I: Claims 2 to 4, 15 and 26 to 38, drawn to a method of extending 
corneal graft survival by administering a VEGF receptor-3 
(VEGFR-3) inhibitor which is a dominant negative VEGFR-3 
receptor; 

Group II: Claims 5 to 7, 15 and 26 to 38, drawn to a method of extending 

corneal graft survival by administering a VEGFR-3 inhibitor which 
is a nucleic acid molecule encoding a dominant negative VEGFR-3 
receptor; 

Group III: Claims 8 to 1 1, 15 and 26 to 38, drawn to a method of extending 

corneal graft survival by administering a VEGFR-3 inhibitor which 
is a VEGFR-3 kinase inhibitor; 
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Group IV: Claims 1 1 to 1 5 and 26 to 38, drawn to a method of extending 
corneal graft survival by administering a VEGFR-3 inhibitor 
inhibitor which is an anti- VEGFR-3 antibody; 

Group V: Claims 1 5 to 1 8, 21 to 24 and 26 to 38, drawn to a method of 
extending corneal graft survival by administering a VEGFR-3 I 
inhibitor which is a sequence specific ribonuclease, ribozyme, and 
antisense; 

Group VI: Claims 19 and 20, drawn to a method of extending corneal graft 
survival by administering a VEGFR-3 inhibitor which is an 
anti-VEGF-C neutralizing antibody; and 

Group VII: Claims 25 and 26 to 38, drawn to a method of extending corneal 
graft survival by administering a VEGFR-3 inhibitor which is a 
cell that secretes a specific VEGFR-3 inhibitor. 



The Office Action requires restriction to a single disclosed invention under 35 
U.S.C. §121. Applicant respectfully elects without traverse the claims of Group III (claims 8 to 
11,15 and 26 to 38), directed to methods of extending corneal graft survival by administering a 
VEGFR-3 kinase inhibitor. Applicant reserves the right to pursue prosecution of the non-elected 
claims in a later-filed application claiming the benefit of priority of the above-identified 
application. 



Applicant notes that claim 1 1 appears in both Group III and Group IV. It may 
have been the Examiner's intention for Group III to include claims 8 to 10, 15 and 26 to 38. 
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CONCLUSION 

In view of the above remarks, Applicant respectfully requests examination of the 
claims of Group III. The Examiner is invited to call the undersigned agent if there are any 
questions relating to this patent application.
